But there is also a passive side to the 
character of Jesus, which 19 equally pecu­ 
liar and which also demands our attention. 
I recollect no really great character in his­ 
tory, excepting such as may have been 
formed under Christianity, that can prop - 
erly be said to have uoited the passive 
virtues, or to have considered them any 
essential part of a finished character. 8c • 
crates comes the nearest to such an im­ 
pression, and therefore most resembles 
Chr>9t in the submieslveness of his dea’b. 
It does not appear, however, that Irs mind 
had taken this turn previously to his trial, 
aud the submission he makes to the public 
sentonce Is, rn tact, a refusal only to escape 
from the prison surreptitiously; which he 
do s, parity because he thinks it the duty 
of every good citizen not to break the laws 
and partly, it we judge from b ’s manner, 
b( cause he is detained by a subtle pride, rs 
lf it were something unworthy of a grave 
philc jpher, to be stealing away, i r\ a fugi­ 
tive, nom the laws and tribunals of Irs 
country. The Stoics indeed have it for one 
of their great principles, that the true wis­ 
dom of life consists in a passive power, 
viz, ju belog able to bear suffering rightly. 
But they mean by this the bt iring of suf­ 
fering so as not to feel it; a steeling of the 
mind against sensibility, and a ra'S'og ol 
the will into such power rs to drive back 
the panga of life, or shake them off. 
But 
th’s, in fact, contains no allowance of pa° - 
hive virtue at all; on the contraiy, it is an 
attempt so to exalt the active powers, as to 
even exclude every sort of pension or p n - 
siyity. Aud Stoicism corresponds, rn this 
respect, with the general sentiment of the 
world’s great characters. They ere bach 
es like to S36 things in the heroic vein, ta 
see spirit and courage breasting themselv s 
against wrong, and, where the ev”. can not 
be escaped by resistance, dying i i a man­ 
ner of defiance. 
Indeed it has been the 
impression of the world generally, that pa­ 
tience, gentleness, readiness to suffer wrong 
without resistance, Is but another name tor 
weakness. 
But Christ, in opposition to all such im­ 
pressions, manages to connect these non- 
res^ting and gentle passiv .ties wit h a char­ 
acter of the severest grandeur and majesty; 
aud, what is more, convinces us that no 
truly great character r n exist without 
them. 
Gbseive him, first, in what may bo C'U- 
ed the common trials of existsnce. For if 
you will put a character to the sever it of 
ail tests, see whether it can bear, without 
faltering, the little common ills end hin­ 
drances of life. Many a mao will go to hi9 
martyrdom with a spirit of flrmneri and 
heroic composure, whom a little weariness 
or nervous exhaustion, some silly prejudice 
or capricious opposition, would, for the 
moment, throw into a fit of vexation or lll- 
nature.

And hero 
precisely is the superhuman glory of Christ 
as a character, that he is jest es perfect, 
exhibits just as great a spirit in little trials 
ss iu great ones, 
iu all the history of his 
lite, we aru not able to detect tho huntest 
iudicition that he slips or Jeters. And 
th's is the more rem ar^bie, that he Is 
prosecuting so great a work with so great 
enthusiasm; count Veg it b’s meat and drink 
aud pouring Yhto it all the energies of hts 
He. 
Ft*: when men have greit works on 
hand their very enthusiasm runs to :,npa- 
‘’.ence. 
When thwarted or unreasonably 
hinder; I, their soul strikes fire against the 
ohs* ides they mee', they worry them cly s 
at every hindrance, every d'°appointment, 
and break out in stormy and tauaticxl vie - 
lence. But Jcsu4’ for some ret? an, *9 just 
ti even, just ssfcreae in all Irs petty vex­ 
atious and hindrance?, as if he had nothing 
on hand to do.

As regards what J 1 ca'h I prc-em inen'’y 
hi9 pusalon, the scene of n’-'riyrdom 'hat 
clos a irs life, It is easy to dlstinga'sh a 
character In it which separates it from a11 
mere human martyrdoms. Thus, it wi'l 
he observed, that Irs agony, the scene in 
which his suffering is bitter st and mc :t 
evident, !s, on human pnncipl , whol’y 
m’splaced. It comes before the time, when 
ts yet there 'n no arrest, and no nun* in 
prospect that there will be any. He *s at 
large to go where he piers 3, and In per­ 
fect outwf-d safety. H a d «cipl 3 have 
just been gathered round IDm in a scene of 
more than family tenderners and affection, 
iud jd it fs hut a very few hours riuce that 
he wrs comiog fu'o the city, at the her I of 
a vast pre r rion, foliowt d by loud accla­ 
mation?, and attended by such honors r* 
may fify celebrate the inaugural of a king. 
Yet here, with no bad siga apparent, we 
see hun piung I info a coeno of deepest 
distren, and racked, in his feeling, with a 
more than mortal agony. Com'ng out of 
this, assur: d and comforted, he ‘a shortly 
arn ated, brought to trial, and crucified ; 
where, lf there be anything questionable 
in h’a manner, It h In the tact that, he is 
even more composed 'ban some would 
have him to be, not even stoipiug ♦ j dc • 
fend himself or v ndicite h's i juocence. 
And when he dies, it is not rs when the 
martyrs die. They die for what they have 
tau?, and remaining silent will not recant. 
He di a for what he fas not said, and still 
u silent 
By the hr splicing of hta agony thus, and 
the strange silence he observes when the 
real hour of agony is come, we are put en­ 
tirely at fault on natural principles. But 
it wrs not for him to w ai'; as being only a 
man, till he is arrested and the hand of 
death is before him, then to be nerved by 
tho occasion to a show of victory. He 
that was before Abraham, must also bu be­ 
fore his occasions 
In a time of safety, in 
a cool hour of retirement, unaccouutably 
to bis friends, he falls into a dreadful con­ 
test and struggle of mind ; coming out ol 
it, finally, to go through his most horrible 
tragedy of crucifixion, with the serenity of 
a spectator! 
Why now this so great Intensity of Bor­ 
row I why this agony I Wes there not 
something unmanly in It, something un­ 
worthy of a r< ady great gout it Take him 
to be only a man, and there probably 
nay, it he were a woman, the same might 
be said. But this one thing Is clear, that 
no one of mankind, whether mao or wom­ 


an, ever had the sensibility to suffer so in­ 
tensely ; even showing the body, for the 
mere smuggle and pain of 'he naiad, exud­ 
ing and.Unpp5ag with blocd. Evidently 
there is some th log mysterious here; which 
mystery i3 vehicle to o v leeliugtand right- 
.ally may be, of someth;ng divine. What, 
we Leg in to a.*k, should be ’he power of a 
superhuman st :'-ibilr.y ? sad how far 
should the human vehicle shake under 
such a power ? 
How loo shou’d an inno­ 
cent and pure spirit be cxercaed, when 
about to suffer, in his own po.son, t> e 
greatest wrong eyer committed ? 
Besides there is a vicarious spirit in love; 
all love 
inserts itself vicariously mto 
the 
sufferings 
and 
woes 
and, 
in 
a ceiiaiu sci -ie, the sins of others, taking 
them on 1‘ae’t rs a burden. 
How then, if 
perchance Jesus should be divine, an em 
bodiment of God’s love in the world—-how 
should he ft el, and by what sigrs of feeling 
manifest his sensibility, when a fallen race 
are just about to do the dironing sin that 
crowns the’r guilty history; to cin ch / the 
only perfect being that ever came into the 
world; to crucii/ even him, the me senger 
and representative to the love of Gc J, the 
deliverer who has 'akea their case and 
cause upon h im ! Whosoever duly ponders 
these questions, will find that he Is led 
away, more and more, from any supposi­ 
tion of the mere mortality of Jesus. 
What 
he looks upon, he will more and more dis­ 
tinctly see to be the pathology of a super­ 
human angu:ah. It sands, be will perceive 
in no mortal key. 
It will be to him the 
anguish, visibly, not ot any pusillanimous 
feeling, but of holy character itself; nay, of 
a mysteriously trancendent, or somehow 
divine, character. 
But why did he not defend his cause and 
justify his innocence in the trial ? Partly 
because be had the .wisdom to see 
that 
there really was and could be no trial, and 
that one who undertakes to plead 
With a 
mob, only m r:ks his own virtue, throwing 
words into the a?r that is 
already filled 
with the clamors of prejudice 
To plead 
innocence in such a case, Is only to make a 
protestation, such as indicates fear, and is 
really unworthy of a great and composed 
spirit. A man would have done it, but 
Jesus did not. 
Besides, {.there was a plea 
of innocence, ic the manner of Jesus and 
the few very significant words that drop­ 
ped, that had an effect on the mind of P i­ 
late, more searching and powerful than 
any formal protes'ations. 
And the more 
we study the conduct of Jesus during the 
whole scene, the more shall we be satisfied 
that he said enough; the more admire the 
mysterious composure, the wisdom, the 
self porseFsion, and the superhuman pa­ 
tience of the sufferer. It was visibly the 
death scene of a tracsceDdent love. 
He 
dies not a9jman, but rather as some one 
might, who is mysteriously more higher 
So thought aloud the hard-faced soldier— 
“Truly this was the 8 on or God.” 
As if 
he had raid—“I have seen men die—this is 
not a man. They called him Son of God— 
he cannot be legs.” Can he be less to us ? 
But Christ shows himself to be a super­ 
human character, not in the personal trails 
only, exhibited in his life, but even more 
sublimely in the undertakings, works, aud 
teachings, lyy which be proved his Me?aia- 
ship. 
Consider then the reach of his under­ 
taking; which, ii ho wt*s only man, shows 
hun lj have been the most extravagant 
and even wildest ol allcrdhuriasts. 
Con­ 
trary to every religious prejudice of his 
nation and even of his time, contrary to 
the comparatively narrow and exclusive 
religion of Moses itself aud to all bis train­ 
ing under it, he undertakes to organize a 
kingdom of God; or kingdom of heaven on 
earth. 
His purpose includes a new moral 
creation ol tho race—hoi of the Jews only 
aud of men, proselyted to their covenant, 
but of tho whole humao race. He declared 
ihu9, at an early date in Irs ministry, that 
many shall come from the east and the west 
aud ait down with Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob in the kingdom of G >d; that the 
field is the world;and that God so loyes 
the world, as to give for it his only begot­ 
ten Son. He also declared that ir s gospel 
shall be publMht J to all nations, aud gave 
his apostles 'heir comm esion, to go Into 
all the world and publish Irs gospel to 
every cieature. 
Here then we have 'he grand idea of his 
mi-sion—it is to new create the human 
race aud restore It to Gc I, in the unity of 
a spiritus’ kingdom. And upon this sin­ 
gle fact, Keiohard erects a complete argu­ 
ment for h's extra-human character; 
going into a formal review of all the great 
founders of skates and most celebrated law­ 
givers, the great heroes end defenders ol 
nations, a1!'h e w*se kmgs and statrsmeu, 
all the philos jphen*,ail the prophet found­ 
ers of religions, and diccoveriLg es a fact 
that no such thought sa th’s, or nerrly 
proximate to th's, had ever before been 
taken up by any living character in his­ 
tory ; showing also how it had happened 
to every other g n a t Chirac ter, however 
liberalized by culture, to be limited in 
some way to the interest of his own people, 
or empire, aud set In opposition, or antag­ 
onism, more or less dee id diy, 10 the rest 
of the world. 
But to Jesus alone, the 
sample Galilean carpenter, it happens other­ 
wise ; that, having never seen a map of 
the world ’n Irs whole life, or heard the 
name of had the great nations on it, he un­ 
dertakes, cjrniug out of 
h's own shop, a 
scheme as muon vaster aud more difficult 
than that of Alexander, ps it proposes more 
and what is more divinely benevolent I 
I his thought of a urn vers? I kingdom, 
cemented in God—why, the immense R o­ 
man Empire of h a day, constructed by sa 
many ages of war aDd conquest, *s a bau­ 
ble in comparison, both as regards the ex­ 
tent and the coat! And yet the rustic 
tradesman of Galilee propounds even Hrs 
for irs errand, and that iu a way of insur­ 
ance, cs simple and quiet, as if the im ­ 
mense reach of his plan were, i i fact, a 
matter to him of no considerations 
Nor is Ur* aH there is included in his 
plan, what, to any mere mao, would be yet 
more remote from the po 91 hie confidence 
ot h'9 frailty; It is a plan vs umvereal in 
time, as it is in the scope of its objects. Ii 
does not expect to be realized in a life­ 
time, or even in rn my centuries to come. 
He calls it, unders’andingly, his grain 01 
mustard seed; which, however, is to grow, 
he d eclare and overshadow tho whole 
earth. But tho courage of Jesus, counting 
a thousand years to be only a bingle day, 
’s equal to the run of h*s work. He sees a 
rock of stability, where men see only 
.railty and weakness. Peter himself, tne 
impulsive and always unreliable Peter, 
turns into rock and becomes a great foun­ 
dation, us he looks upon him. “O q this 
rock,” he says, “I will build my church, 
and the gates ol hell shall not prevail 
against it.” Ilia expectation too reaches 
boldly out beyond his own death; thai in 
fact i« to be the seed of bis great empire,

WITH MEN.

prophecy, in what the woman has done, as 
connected with bls death, now at hand 
But it does not touch his courage, we per­ 
ceive, or the confidence of his plan, or 
even cast a shade on his prospect. 
“Let 
her alone. She hath done what she could 
She is come aforehand to anoint my body to 
he burying. Verily I say unto 
you, 
wheresoever this gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this also that 
this woman hath done shall be told for a 
memorial of her.” Such was the sublime 
confidence he had in a plan that was to run 
through all future ages, and would scarcely 
begin to show its fruit during his own life 
time. 
is this great idea then, which no man 
ever before conceived, the raising of the 
whole human race to God, a plan sustained 
with such evenness of courage, and a con­ 
fidence of the world’s future so far tran­ 
scending any human example—is this a 
human development? 
Becard the benev­ 
olence of It, the universality of it, the 
religious grandeur of it, as a work read­ 
justing the relations of God and bls gov­ 
ernment with men—the cost, the length ol 
time it will cover, and the far oil date ol 
its completion—is it in this scale that a 
Nazareuc carpenter, A poor uneducated 
villager, lays out his plans and graduate 
thecouliJence of his undertakings ? There 
have been great enthusiasts in the worlJ, 
and they have shown their Infirmity by 
lunatic airs, appropriate to their extrava­ 
gance. 
But it is not human, we may 
safely affirm, to lay oui projects transcend­ 
ing all human ability, like this of Jests*, 
aud w hich can not be completed ic main 
thousands of years, doing it in all the air* 
of sobriety, entering on the performance 
without parade, and yielding life to ll firmly 
as the inaugural of its triumph. S o human 
creature sits quietly down to a perpetual 
project, one mat proposes to be executed 
only at the end, or final harvest of the 
world. That is not human, bat divine. 
Passing now to what is more interior 
in his ministry, taken as a revelation of 
his character, we arc struck with another 
distinction, y iz, that he takes rank with 
the poor, and grounds all the immense 
expectations of his cause on a beginning 
made with the lowly and dejected classes 
of the world. Ile was born to the lot of 
the poor. His manners, tastes, and intel­ 
lectual 
attainments, 
however, 
visibly 
outgrew7 his condition, and that in such a 
degree that, ii he had been a nitre human 
character, he must have suffered some 
painful distaste for the kind of society in 
which he lived. The great,as we perceive, 
nicked lo hear him, and sometimes came 
even by night to receive his instructions. 
lie saw the highest circles of society and 
influence open to bim, if he only desired to 
enter them. 
And, if he was a properly 
human character, what virtu mf, but rising 
young man would have had a thought of 
impropriety, In accepting the elevation 
within his reach; considering it as the 
proper reward ol la is industry and the 
merit of his character—not to speak of the 
contempt for his humble origin, and his 
humble associates, which every upstart 
person of only ordinary virtue is so com­ 
monly seen to manifest. Still Le adheres 
to the poor, and makes them the object ot 
his ministry 
And what is more peculiar, 
he visibly has a kind of interest in their 
society, which is wanting rn that of the 
higher classes ; perceiving, apparently, 
that they have a certain aptitude for re­ 
ceiving right Impressions, which the others 
have not. They are not the wise and 
prudent, filled with the conceit of learning 
and station, but they are the ingenuous 
babes of poverty, open to conviction, pre­ 
pared, by their bumble lot, to receive 
thoughts and doctrines in advance of their 
age. Therefore he loves the poor, and, 
without descending to their low manners! 
he 
delights to 
be 
identified 
with 
them. 
Ile 
la 
more 
assiduous 
in 
their 
service 
than 
other 
men have been In serving the great. 
Ile 
goes a*M)ut on foot, teaching them and j 
healing their sick; occupying his great 


insanities, blind eves, fevers, Jinxes, lepro 
sies and sores. 
H - patients are all below 
his level and uuao.c to repay him, even by 
a 
breath ct congenial sympathy; and 
nothing supper* him .but the conscious­ 
ness of good which attends his labors. 
Meantime consider what contempt for 
the poor had hitherto prevailed, among all 
the great statesmen and philanthropists of 
the world. 
The poor were not society, or 
any part of society. 
They were only the 
conveniencies and drudges of society; ap­ 
pendages of luxury and state, tools of am ­ 
bition, material to be used in the wars. No 
man who had taken up the idea of some 
great change or reform in society, no pbil* 
osopber who had conceived the notion of 
building up an ideal state or republic, ever 
thought of beginning with the poor. 
In­ 
fluence w as seen to reside in the higher 
classes, and the only hope of reaching the 
world by any scheme of social regenera­ 
tion, was to begin with them, and through 
them operate its results. 
But Christ, if we 
call him a philosopher, and, ii he is only a 
man, we can call nim by uo higher name, 
was the poor man’s philosopher; the first 
and OLly one that had ever appeared. See­ 
ing the higher circles open to him, and 
tempted to imagine that, it he could once 
get tooting for Bis doctrine among the in­ 
fluential and the great, he should thus se­ 
cure his trium ph more easily, he had yet 
no such thought. 
Ile laid his foundations, 
as it were, below all influence, and, as men 
would judge, threw7 himself away. And 
precisely here did he display a wisdom and 
a character totally in advance of his age. 
Eighteen centuries have passed away, and 
we now seem just beginning to under­ 
stand the transcendent depth of this fea­ 
ture in his mission and hts character. 
We 
appear to be just waking up to it as 
a 
discovery, that the blessing aud upraising of 
me masses are the fundamental interest of 
society—a discovery, however, which is 
only a proot that the life of Jesus has at 
cnglb, begun to penetrate society and 
public history. 
It is precisely this which 
s working so many and great changes rn 
our limes, giving liberty aud right to the 
enslaved many, seeking their education, 
encouraging their efforts by new and bet­ 
ter hopcjt producing an aversion to war, 
vvnlch has i*eeu the fatal source of their 
misery and depression, and opening, as we 
hope, a new era of comfort, light and vir­ 
tue in Hie world. 
Ii la as ii some higher 
and better thought had visited our race— 
which ^higher thought is in the life of 
Jesus. The schools ot all the philosophers 
are gone, hundreds of years ago, and all 
their visions have died away into thin air; 
but the poor man's philoiopher still lives, 
bringing up his poor to liberty, light and 
character and draw ing the nations on to a 
brighter and better day. 
A t the same time, the more than hum an 
character of Jesus is displayed also in the 
fact that, iiieuiitying himself thus with the 
poor, he is yet able to do it w ithout elicit­ 
ing any feelings ot partisanship in them 
To one who will be at the pains to relied 
a little, nothing will seem more ditilcuit 
than this; to become the patron of a class, 
a down trodden and despised class, without 
rallying In them 
a 
feeling of Intense 
malignity. And that for the reason, partly, 
that no patron, however /just or m agnan­ 
imous, is ever quite able to suppress the 
feelings of a partisan in himself. A little 
ambition, pricked on by a little abuse, a 
faint desire for popularity playing over 
the face of his benevolence, and tem pting 
him to loosen a little ot ill- nature, as tin­ 
der to tho passion of his sect—something 
ol this kind is sure to kindle some fire of 
malignity in his clients. 
Besides, men love to be partisans. Even 
Paul and Apollos and Peter had their sects, 
or schools, glorying in one against an­ 
other. 
W ith all their efforts, they could 
not suppress a weakness so contemptible. 
But no such feeling could fever get footing 
under Christ. ll his disciples had forbid­ 
den one to heal in the name of Jesus, be­ 
cause he followed not with them, he gently 
rebuked them, and made them feel that he 
had larger views than to suffer any such 
folly. 
As the friend of the poor and 
oppressed class, he set 
himself openly 
against their enemies, and chastised them 
as oppressors, with the most terrible re­ 
bukes.

They came also

him as their friend. 
But there was yet 
something in hun that forbade their low 
and m alignant feelings gathering into a 
conflagration 
round him.

indeed, an instance tiiat stands alone iu 
history, as God at the summit of the worlds, 
where a person has induutitied himself 
with a class, without creating a faction, 
and without becoming a popular charac­ 
ter,

that are called self-made men, Is yet tinged, 
in all his works with human learning. His 
glory is, indeed, that so much of what Is 
great In history and historic 
character,

The Author of the Fam iliar Lines a 
Resident of N eenah—A Romantic 
T ale. 
Chicago Time*. 
About the year 185S there appeared in 
tho musical circles of the West a song 
which, for twelve years, hail a run rarely 
attained by popular melodies. 
The music 
bai a pi culler charm, the words were pe­ 
culiarly touching, and their very length, 
extending to eight long verses, suggested 
to the reader a story back ot them. 
In 
lad, the extreme pathos of the words con­ 
tributed ae much, per Umps, ae tho music to 
give the composit ion its wondt riul success. 
It was snug every where, in parlors, Ixi c o n - 
cerie, on the street, and in the camp oi the 
contending armies. 
In the northern army 
it was immensely popular, aud it found its 
way sooth througu Louisville and Cincin­ 
nati, and during me rebellion it was the 
only piece sung in southern homes, aud, 
excepting martial airs, about the only out 
song in the contedcrate coup, 
liv e r y 
where was “Lorena.” A steamer on the 
Ohio wa9 named Lorena, engines on west­ 
ern roads were called Lorena, and a per­ 
son now sometimes meets in society young 
adies named Lorena,called that by moth­ 
ers twenty years ago. 
That the song had 
a story nearly every one familiar with it 
supposed, and supposed correctly, and it 
may not be uninteresting at this late day to 
give admirers ol the famous melody the 
facts in the love affair. 
The author of the words was the Uuv 
ii. I), L. Webster. 
He studied in the Co­ 
lumbus Academical and Collegiate insti­ 
tute, and was editor ol the college paper 
In the year ISIS?, being then dl years ol 
age, and full of poetiy and romance, he 
was enjoying his hest pastorate in Zanes­ 
ville, Ohio. His leading parishioner was 
a wealthy manufacturer, whose residence 
was upon one of the many lailla which 
sunouaded that smoky towo. 
The house 
was at>out hail a mile cut, aud the em i­ 
nence upon which It wag seated was the 
one relerred to in the song: 
’Twas flowery May. 
W hen up the hilly slope we climbed, 
'lo watch the dying of the day, 
And hear the distant churca bells chimed, 
There lived in his family a younger sis 
ter of fill wife, who was the leading singer 
in the choir. She was nineteen years of 
age. small ot stature, had blue eyes and 
light, brown hiir, and was as fair as a lily. 
She was not only a sweet singer, but she 
was as lull ol poetry and romance ? her 
pastor, and they sooa became very much 
attached. Their loviug did not, however, 
prosper well,” for the iamily were proud 
and ariitocratic, and “had higher notions 
ol the girl’s future than to sanction her 
marriage with a porn: preacher.” As she 
was dependent upon them for a home, she 
was forced to yield to their counsel-—Mr. 
Webster says He now thinks it wise coun­ 
sel—and they 
were obliged 
to 
give 
each 
other 
up. 
It 
was, however, 
the strong will aud the pron J spirit of the 
sister, more than the opposition of the 
brotherinlaw, that separated them, or 
rather, kept Lorena from him. 
Lorena 
seems to have been passive, indecisive in 
character, and submissive in the hands of a 
strong willed sister, 
Mr. Webster saw her 
for tho last time at her home, learned oi 
the sister’s unconquerable opposition,beard 
his fate, and took a quiet but peacctul fare­ 
well, Very little being said. 
That night 
she w rote him a last letter, in which she 
used the words, so well remembered ny 
those farm.far with (lie song, “lf we try we 
may lorget.” 
It was eight years alter that 
he wrote: 
For “ll we try, we ma/ forge!,” 
Were Ww>r«ls of t bitte lout years ego. 
m

Vc*, these were words of thine, Loren-, 
They bum within my memory yet. 
They touch some tender cord, Loruna, 
Which thrill and tremble with regret. 
There is a future. Oh! thank G.Kl, 
Of life this is b o small a part. 
’Tis dust to dust beneath the sod, 
Bui There, up There, ’tis heart to lie irt. 
The effect of the separation was to crush 
the young man, and writing to a frieud live 
years ago, twenty-six years after the oc­ 
currence, he says: 
“I doubt ll all the dark 
lines are erased from my heart ycL 
fie 
resigned bis pastorate aud . wgtit another 
field, smothering his pain bv hard stud} 
sod work. 
Ana the only sign of that pain 
the world ever a w was the heart-cry in 
the song of ’‘Lorena.* 
In 1650, he was residing at Racine, Wis., 
where he met J. P. Webster, tho compos­ 
er, who, though of the same namct is no 
relation to him. 
J. P. Webster, was writ­ 
ing song music, and was troubled to find 
appropriate word*. 
Rev. Mr. Webster 
told him that he would write a song, and 
la two days he 
produced 
it, entitled 
“Bertha" a mere fancy tame: When the 
composer came to set it to niu?ic, lie 
wanted a name of three syllables, accented 
on tne second, and the author made up the 
name of “Lorena." 
The young lady’s name was not Lorena, 
however, nor Bertha, but Kila. 
It 19 said that she lost her vivacity and 
sunny, witching ways after titty had part­ 
ed, and never regaiued them; and that she 
is now a bad, sickly woman, past the prime 
of life. bae is the wife of a judge, and 
lived !or many years at Ironton, on the 
Ohio. 
When last heard I rom, however. 
several years ago, she was traveling in 
Europe 
Her “proud and haughty sister 
has long since passed over the river, whe.’O 
us heart to heart,’ instead of dollar U | fol­ 
iar.” 
Her brother-iu-law died only a lew 
weeks ako. 
Mr. W ebater, aiso past the 
prime ot hie, is married, aud lives at N ee­ 
nah, Wis , a minister, and editor of a local 
paper.
